In planning the celebration, efforts

The procession, which was mar- 
shalled at the Tower Bridge at 4 p.m,, 
spread out five miles and when the 
head of the line reached Chelsea, and 
as it turned with the tide the tail of 
the procession was just leaving the 
starting point. As it moved along 
the Thames the huge bank holiday 
crowds which lined the embankments 
swarmed on the bridges and perched 
upon railings and roofs of houses 
and in ‘trees on both sides of the 
river gave the pageant a tumultuous 
greeting. 

The progress of King George in 
the royal barge was marked by par- 
ticular attention. His journey up 
the river was greeted with progres- 
sive roars of cheers on both banks, 
the noise culminating in an explosion 
of applause. as the barge shot into 
the Cadogan pier at Chelsea, opposite 
Battersea Park, where the King dis- 
embarked and was received by the 
admiralty and civic officials. 

After King George landed he took 
the salutes of passing boats, 
while standing under a gorgeous 
royal banner prepared by the League 
of Arts.’

Britain To Austrailia 


Official Rules for Prize Off¢red by the 
Australian Government. 

London, England. — The Royal 
Acro Club has issued the official rules 
for the £10,000 prize offered by the 
Australian Government for a flight 
from Great Britain to Australia. The 
flight must be. accomplished in an 
acroplane or seaplahe in 720 conse- 
cutive hours, and must have been 
completed by midnight on December 
31, 1920. The complete aircraft and 
all its component parts must have 
been entirely constructed within the 
British Empire, and the start must 
be made from ecithér Hounslow Acro- 
drome or Calshot seaplane station. 
The rules differ from those forecast- 
ed, in the decision that there shall be 
only one control, at Singapore, where 
all competing craft must alight for 
purposes of identification. The fol- 
lowing entry for the prize has been 
received; Bert Hinckler, Sopwith 
Dove bi-plane, 80 Le 
Rhone engine.

Agriculture Makes a Net Gain of | 
15,553 Men. 
Ottawa. — Up to the present 273,- 


444 members of the Canadian army 
have completed the demobilization 
questionnaires which were ‘issued by 
the Department of Soldiers Civil Re- 
establishment. Of this number 87,771 
expressed their wish to engage in 
stock-raismg or agriculture. Of these, 
20,269 are léaving other occupations 
to take up agriculture. As 4:716 men 
recently engaged in farming, have ex- 
pressed the desire to take up other 
lines of activity, agriculture makes a 
net gain of 15,553 men. Accessions 
to professional and general occupa- 
tions number 20,409, there being, on 
the other hand, 12,708 men who de-’ 
sire to leave these occupations. It 
is interesting to note that one out of 
every five soldiers is anxious to 
change his method of carning his 
living on getting out of 4shaki.

CROP REPORT 


The condition of grain, fodder and root 
crop in Albertais very distinctly abe Sin 
at the present time on account of a month 
of favourable weather over practically the 
entire province, 

In the Peace River country the crops 
are generally quite heavy and the cutting 
eftod*is beginning in the case of barley 
and early wheat and will be well advanced 
with respect to these two grains by the 
25th of August. Root crops are excellent, 
cattle and horses are looking well and 
there are great increases in cattle stock 
due to the offerings from the south. 

In Central Alberta extending right to 
the eastern boundary, which was very 
dry earlier in the season, crops of all kinds 
are conceded to be at present quite be- 
yond expectations of a month ago. Briefly 
the situation in Central Alberta is this. 
Karly grain crops are not heavy, this 
applies particularly to wheat. Early oate 
are not heavy but where not too early 
they have shown greater recuperation 
than was expected and barley is a good 
crop in most places and the late oat crop 
is going to be quite heavy. Roots are 
excellent. Pastures are improved very 
greatly, Tame hay isa light crop but 
the rains are going to do more than simply 
improve the pastures. There will be con- 
siderable late hay cut as-a result of rains 
during the past three or four weeks. 
Cutting of all kinds of crop is general in 
Central Alberta, 

In Southern Alberta there is nor much 
new to report with respect to grain crops. 
There will be some feed on fields that 
have failed and the pastures are freshen- 
ing. Flax is now doing well but is not 
sufliciently advanced for this time of year. 
The potatoe crop is considerably improv- 
ed. Most of the south country has re- 
ceived about four inches of rain within 
the past three or four weeks. The soil is 
now in condition for cultivation in prep- 
aration for next year, 

The chief value of the rain at the present 
tinie is to relieve the anxiety among people 
who have cattle that are being put on the 
market to reduce stocks, Good stockers 
on the Calgary market have risen from 
six and a half to eight cents over the past 
fortnight and the demand is satisfactory 
at this price. It bas been generally re- 
cognized that the surplus of hay in Central 
and Northern Alberta is not a6 great as 
it wasa yearago, On the other hand the 
selling services at the central unarkets are 
particularly active and the demand for 
stocker she stuff by farmers in Central 
and Northern Alberta ia very keen, The 
absorption of this stock is going to bea 
much greater factor in the relieving of the 
feed shortage in the south than the move- 
ment of stock north was last year, At 
the present time owners of surplus beef 
bred heifers in thé south are able to do 
good bnsiness, 

There has been no great damage by 
hail, The only heavy hail reported in the 
province since last report was in the Ed- 
monton district, A stretch of hail vary- 
ing from two to five miles wide ran from 
Volmer Station eastward for a distance of

been visited ‘by hail in the Peace River 
‘country and Spruce Ciroye,

Wireless Telephony , 
In Night flying 


Test Carried Out During a Recent 
Night Flight from-Kenley to 
Paris. : 

London, England. — The  extra- 
ordinary value of wireless telephony}- 
for directional purposes in connec- 
tion with aircraft has been emphasiz- 
ed recently in its relation to night 
flying. It often happens that in day- 
light inter-communication.. between 
planes, Or between wireless stations 
and aircraft is unnecessary, but. in 
flying across country at night the use 
of the wireless phone will become 
more and more efficacious. 

Some details are now ayailable of 
a test carried out during a recent 
night flight from Kenley to Paris. 
This in no way constitutes a record, 
but is nevertheless interesting as in- 
dicating what is being done asa 
matter of routine. Wireless telephony 
has now been definitely adopted as 
a means of ground to air communi- 
cation and vice versa, on the Lon- 
don-Paris route, and the test in 
question was made with one of the 
first machines on this service fitted 
for the purpose. 

Communication was opened as soon 
as the Handley Page had obtained 
height and, after speaking to the 
ground station, the receiver was 
turned in and speech was. very clear- 
ly heard from Kenley. The officer 
conducting the test emphasizes in 
his report, speech, quality, and 
strength, and states that he easily 
recognized the voice as that of an 
officer known to him. To a distance 
of about 35 miles the strength of 
signals was so great that speech from 
the machine could be clearly heard 
at Kenley with the receiver laid upon 
the table. At 50 miles it was still 
distinct and constant and was heard 
until the aesoplane was crossing the 
channel and was in touch with Mar- 
quise, the first ground station on, the 
French side. 

On the return journey conversation 
between the machine and Marquise 
was again picked up at Kenley, and 
the latter station itself was in com- 
munication with the machine 30 min- 
utes before it landed. 

One of the recent developments in 
this connection is the production of 
an aeroplane set which can be con- 
verted within a few moments for 
transmission of either voice or Morse 
signals.

Wi 


The Crop 
Situation 


Fair Expectatiofis. in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan and Good Crops 
in Manitoba. 


The official report of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture of Alberta on 
crop conditions in this province at 
July 15th shows excellent crops in 
the north, fair to.good in Central 
Alberta, and poor to failure in the 
south. There is no doubt the condi- 
tions in the south have become more 
and more unfavorable during the last 
four weeks. Except on the itrigated 
lands, where a heavy crop of alfalfa 
has just been harvested and at least 
another one equally good is in pros- 
pect before the end of the season, 
and where the fields of grain and 
other crops promise excellent yields, 
the crops in Southern Alberta are 
more or less a failure this season. In 
some districts there was a chance of 
recovery if rain came very soon, and 
probably the rainfall during the last 
ten days has improved matters in 
many districts. That remains to be 
seen, 

In regard to the ssituation im the 
South, the official report says: “There 
was sufficient moisture from snow 
and spring rains to germinate the 
grain and the crops came up  satis- 
factorily. There was not sufficierdt 
moisture below to constitute a 


re- 
servoir for the steady supply of 
moisture to crops for subsequent 


growtheand there has not been suffic- 
ient rain since.” But these conditions 
which have been bad for dry farming, 
have been good for irrigation farm- 
ing. The long days of warm sunshine 
and the judicious use of water from 
the irrigation ditches on the fertile 
soil are combining to produce big 
crops on the irrigated farms. 

In Saskatchewan conditions on 
June 15th were more favorable than 
they were twe weeks earlier, accord- 
ing to the official report. In the east- 
central part of the province crops are 
said to be the best grown for some 
years. There has been plenty of 
moisture al! along. Condittens in 
other parts ate not so good, and 
taking the province .as a whole the 
<rop will be less than an average one, 
but greater than many pessimistic 
¥éports might lead to believe. 

With a continuance of the favor- 
able conditions, Manitoba is going to 
harvest the most valuable crop ever 
harvested in that province. The wheat 
and other grains are rapidly ripen- 
ing, and it looks as if harvesting will 
be earlier than usual. The grass is 
also growing exceedingly well, and 
there will be an abundance of feed 
in this province which will help to 
relieve the shortage in the other prov- 
inces.

katchewan is solely a grain growing 
province. As a matter of fact, the 
revenue from wheat is not so great 
as that from livestock. In 1917, when 
conditions were more nearly to the 
average than in 1918, the returns 
from wheat growing in the proyince 
amounted to $183,300,000 and for all 
grain crops, to $295,913,400. From 
livestock production and livestock 
produce, comprising exports of. but- 
ter, eggs and poultry, the total re- 
turns were over $300,000,000, 

The general adaptability of the 
province for mixed farming has been 
much forwarded by the provincial 
government’s policy of encouraging 
co-operative marketing. Last year in 
the marketing of all classes of farm 
produce, Saskatchewan farmers ‘had 
a business turnover of $105,000,000. 
One of the latest co-operative activi- 
ties in the province is the marketing 
of livestock. Although the movement 
is still new, there were thirty-five co- 
Operative associations marketing 
their own stock and their total turn- 
over amounted to $4,160,262.83. A

Farmer Willi Use. Electric Power to 
Save Time. 


Farm work is not just a matter of 
taking a team to the ficlds and put- 
ting in so many hours a day plowing, 
harrowing,’ seeding, harvesting or 
whatever the ‘task might be.. There 
are also the chores and farmers are 
coming to realize more and more 
that valuable time can be wasted in 

jdoing chores; that is, where folks 
persist in doing themi in the old way. 

In. the field, modern machinery is 
employed to save time and labor and 
to make possible short cuts, so that 
fewer hands can do the work and 
keep the farm production up te the 
standard that has been set for . it. 
Why isn’t it just as reasonable to 
employ short cuts about the barn in 
the chore work as in the regular 
farm work in the fields? 

A great many farmers are coming 
to decide that it is, and your up-to- 
date farmer is using modern. equip- 
ment about -the farm buildings just 
as he is using modern equipment in 
the field work. One of the most im- 
portant of the time and labor saving 
forces he is using today is. electricity. 
Generally he gets it from one of 
those small indivitual plants that can 


\be installed in the tool hotrse or gar-. 


‘ 


tage or in any other convenient place 
\ about the premises. 

This electricity he uses to light his 
\bome, first of all, of course. Then if 
{be and his bands are to work effic, 
jiently, he wili light his barng an 

jstables and the surrounding yards. 
} Most of the chores im certain seasons 
hare done after dark, by the aid of a 
ltantern. More of them would be 
j done after dark if bright 
tight were provided, and that much 
| more time would be left for work in 
the fields. Then the fafmer with 
electricity will use electric power to 
save steps, save work and save time. 
| He will use electricity to pump the 
twater. He will have this water stored 
under pressure so that it is forced to 
the faucets, either at the house or 
barn, and no pumping or carrying is 
mecessary. If there are many cows 
to milk, be will run the milking ma- 
chine with an electric motor, and the 
farm boy who otherwise would be 
tempted to leave the farm to escape 
an uncongenial job will be satisfied 
to stay and supervise so interesting 
an operation as milking by mechan- 
ical means. Then this electric power 
will use to turn his grindstone, the 
corn sheller or grinder the clippers 
for clipping mules or horses, for 
cleaning seed, for a doze:. different 
uses that will suggest themselves 
wherever electricity is available,

The Aland Islands is an archipel- 
ago of eighty inhabited islands and 
a vast number of rocks and_ islets. 
The population is about 12,000. The 
islands formerly were held by Swe- 
den but were taken over by Russia 
in 1809. 

Early in 1918 when the warfare be- 
tween the White Guard and Bolshe- 
viki forces became active in Finland, 
it was reported the Germans planned 
to make use of the Aland Islands in 
conection with their operations in 
Finland. Sweden sent troops to ac- 
cupy the islands. 

After the peace conference opened 
in Paris a delegation from the Aland 
Islands presented former Premier 
Orlando of Italy with a claim for an- 
nexation to Finland based on his- 
tou, . linguistic, geographical and 
commercial grounds, 

The Swedish government on June 
25, 1919, sent a note to Finland in 
reply to one from that government 
and in its note Sweden insisted that 
the future of the Aland Islands 
should be settled by a plebiscite ‘* 
stated that as alternative the questi 
would be submitted to the peace con- 
ference,

The remains were brought to to Crossfield 
for burial. The funeral took place on
